JERSEY LAUNCHES
FORMAL ATTACK ON
DRY AMENDMENT

Attorney General McCran, in
U. S. Supreme Court, Calls
It Revolutionary

DECLARES RATIFICATION
OF MEASURE INVALID

Also Asserts It Invades Rights of
State and Condemns Vol-
" stead Act as Void

By the Associated Press
Washington, March 20.—The eight-
eenth amendment to the conmstitution,
known as the prohibition amendment, is
Iegislative in nature and revolutionary
in character, according to Attorney
General Thomas F. MeCran, of New
Jorsey, in opening his argument before
the United States Bupreme Court in the
New Jersey suit to have the amendment
declared void and the Volstead act un-
constitutional., Eight points were raised

and discussed in the argument.

Attorney General McCran's brief de-
clared that the eighteenth amendment
was not constitutionally od ; that
the pro is subject dicial ro-
view; that Congress did not by two-
thirds in numberas of both houses af-
firmatively vote for the Fropmnl of the
resolution; that three-fourths of the
states have not ratified in the constitu-
tional sense.

Prohibition Act Not *““Appropriate’’

The brief also declared that the na-

tionnl prohibition act is not appropriate
legislation ; that there i no right in
Congreas to legislate outslde the words
utmr.ha amendment i thaal c1(!:-9 words
“‘bevernge rposea’’ sufficiently de-
scribe the lﬂ:lt within which Congress
will legislate, and that the term “‘in-
toxicating liquors'’ is its own defini-
tion; that the Volstead law fixing the
standard is oppressive and unconstitu-
tional ; that the Volstead law is uncon-
stitutional in that it attempts to inter-
fere with the right of physicians and
drugglsts to furnish liquor ; that the in-
stitutions owned and conducted by the
state of New Jersey are hampered and
restrieted by the arbitrary act of Con-
eRN,
The history of New Jersey and its
relation to the federal government, both
before and since the adoption of the
constitution, was discussed in the brief,
while the rights which the states sur-
rendered for the purpose of forming a
more perfect union are detailed at
length

The brief also stated that the seven-
teen amendments to the constitution
prior to the eighteenth “‘prohibition
amendment'’ are subjects relating to the
structure and form of government
nnd are not‘emendments revélutionary
in ‘character and which deprive the
states of thelr sovereign powers.

Pollce Power Reserved to States

In a supplemental brief filed by New
Jersey's attorney general an entirely
novel point is made, *‘that the right
to amend the constitution Is a right of
the people of the United States as dis-
tinguished from the people of a par-
ticular state; that tﬁe people of the
United Btates hava only natlonal pow-
ers, the police power being reserved to
the states, and the right of internal

lice being a right of the people of
New Jersey over which the .people of
the United Btates hdve no control, This
right may not be taken from them with-
out thelr consent,'’

Other cases scheduled for argument
today {include one from New Jersey,
brought by Christian Feigenspan, a
Nowark. brewer, and one from Wiscon-
gin, brought by Hiram Bawyer, United
States attorney; Bert Willlams, reve-
nue collector, and Thomas Daleny, pro-
hibitlon commissioner, vs. the Mani-
towoe Products Company, seeking to
reverse the dicislon of the District
Court, which held that Congress could
not define the term “‘intoxicating.'’

These cases involve principally the
right to continue the manufacture of
beer alleged to be non-infoxicating, buot
containing more than one-half of 1
per cent of alcoLol,

Because of the number of eases ar-
guments were not expected to ba con-
cluded before tomorrow.

The Supreme Court has indicated it
would not hand down & dedislon in
other prohibition cases pending until
those mentlioned were argued. It is
belleved that one oplnion will answer
for all, and it may be several months
before it comes.
